The  abbot  replies,  that  William  holds  the  manor  by  homage,  fealty,  and  fervice  of  I5.s.per 
annum,  and  doing  fuit  at  the  court  of  faid  abbot  every  three  weeks,  and  paying  to  the 
king's  fcutage  of  40s.  (when  it  (hall  happen),  6s.  8rf.,  and  to  more,  more  ;  and  by  the 
fervice  of  finding,  for  every  houfe  of  the  faid  manor  having  a  hearth,  one  man  to  mow  the 
faid  abbot's  corn,  wherefoever  within  Furneys,  and  alfo  finding  all  carts  whatfoever,  with 
all  things  thereto  belonging,  to  plough  the  abbot's  land  within  Furneft,  according  to  the 
af^igniTient  of  faid  abbot,  every  year  for  one  day,  &c.  The  abbot  fays  that,  for  default  of 
faid  William,  he  took  ten  heifers  for  mowing  not  done  and  fixteen  oxen  for  default  of  carts 
Adjourned  to  Eafler  following.  [/>e  Banco  Roll,  Trin.,  9  Edward  11.,  m.

[29]  John,  Abbot  of  Furneft,  was  fummoned  to  anfwer  to  John"  de  Penigton,  as  to 
the  pita  why  he  liath  taken  the  cattle  of  faid  John  de  Penigton,  and  unjuflly  detained 
them.  Whereof  the  fame  John  de  Peniton,  by  Robert  de  Rotigton,  his  attorney,  iays, 
that  the  faid  abbot,  on  Monday  after  the  Fcafl;  of  the  Converfion  of  S.  Paul,  in  the  fctoiid 
year  of  the  now  king,  in  the  town  of  Peniton,  in  a  certain  place  called  Quinfele,  took  four 
horfes  of  the  faid  John,  and  unjuflly  detained  them,  whereby  he  fays  that  he  is  damaged  to 
the  value  of  loos. 

And  the  abbot,  by  Adam  Burton,  his  attorney,  comes  and  defends  his  injury,  and

Peniton,  with  appurtenances,  by  homage,  fealty,  and  fervice  of  a  tenth  part  of  a  kni'lit  s 
fee,  viz.  :  to  the  king's  fcutage  of  405.,  when  it  (hail  fall,  4s.  ;  and  when  more,  more  ;  and 
lef^,  \e(k ;  and  of  doing  fuit  at  the  abbot's  court  of  Dalton  every  three  weeks  ;  and  by 
fervice  of  30s.,  and  finding  from  every  tenant  of  a  houfe  within  the  manor,  one  man  to 
reap  the  abbot's  corn  at  Lindal,  for  one  day  in  autumn  ;  and  alfo  from  every  tenant  (jI  the 
manor  who  has  a  plough,  to  plough  in  the  feafon  of  Lent  for  one  day  every  year,  the 
abbot's  land  at  Lindal;  of  which  i'ervices  the  abbot  was  feifed  by  the  hands  of  William' 
de  Penigton,  father  of  the  faid  John"  de  Penigton,  whole  heir  he  is.  And  becaufe 
the  homage  of  the  faid  John  was  in  arrear  after  the  death  of  faid  William,  on  the  day 
aforefaid,  he  took  two  of  the  faid  horfes  ;  and,  becaufe  the  faid  mowing  was  in  arrear  for 
a  year  before  the  faid  leizure,  he  took  one  horfe  ;  and,  likewife,  becaufe  the  faid  ploughing 
was  in  arrear  for  a  year,  he  took  the  fourth  horfe  in  the  faid  place,  as  it  was  lawful  for 
him  to  do. 

And  John  de  Peniton  fays  ;  tliat  he  cannot  deny  that  he  holds  of  the  abbot  the  faid 
manor,  with  appurtenances,  by  liomage,  fealty,  and  fervice  of  a  tenth  part  of  a  knight's 
fee,  and  doing  fuit  at  the  abbot's  court  of  Dalton  every  three  weeks  ;  and  by  the  fervice 
of  30s.  per  annum,  as  let  forth  by  the  abbot  ;  but  he  fays  that  for  the  mowing  and  plough- 
works  aforefaid  the  abbot  cannot  juflify  his  feizure,  becaufe  the  abbot  and  convent,  by 
their  writing,  remifed  and  quit-claimed  to  the  faid  John  de  Peniton  and  his  heirs,  all  other 
fervices  and  demands  belonging  to  the  fiid  manor  I'ave  thole  which  he  hath  above  acknow- 
ledged.

Thomas  de  Berdefei  was  fummoned  to  anfwer  to  the  Abbot  of  Furneft  as  to  the  plea 
of  reftoring  to  him  the  cuftody  of  ten  mcfsuagcs,  300*  acres  of  land,  3,000  acres  of 
pafturc,  2,000  acres  of  wood,  60  acres  of  meadow  in  Ulverflon,  which  (cuftody)  apper- 
tains to  the  faid  abbot,  in  that  William'''  de  Peniton  held  the  faid  mcf^ungcs,  ike,  of  him 
by  knight's  fervice.  Whereupon  the  abbot,  by  Richard  de  Wynkedelcye,  his  attorney, 
i'ays  that  the  faid  William  held  of  him  the  faid  tenements,  with  appurtenances,  by  homage 
and  fealty,  and  paying  to  the  king's  fcutage,  when  it  amounts  to  40s.,  IDs.  ;  and  more, 
more  ;  and  lef^,  left  ;  alfo  by  the  fervice  of  1 2d.  per  annum,  paid  at  Whitfuntide.  Of 
which  fervices  the  abbot  was  feifed  by  the  hands  of  faid  William,  as  his  true  tenant,  in 
the  time  of  King  Edward,  grandfather  of  the  now  king,  who  (William)  died  in  the  homage 
of  the  abbot,  by  which  the  cuftody  of  the  faid  tenements  belongs  to  the  abbot  by  reafon  of 
the  minority  of  Alan,'^  fon  and  heir  of  faid  William.''^  The  faid  Thomas  unjuftly  takes 
that  cuftody,  whereby  the  abbot  is  damaged  to  the  value  of  40I.
